State officers of the American Cot 
ton Association have been in Albany 
a«d Decatur today in company with 
their local member of the Executive 
Committee, E. W. Bussey,; calling up­ 
on bankers and othets with the view 
of having organized in the Tennessee 
Valley a joint stock land bank, which, 
at this time, it is said, would be of 
incalcuable benefit to the people of 
this sestion. 
Joint stock laud banks , ate organ 
ized under the Federal labd act. Ten 
or more persons subscribing for $250, 
000 of stock can organize one of these 
banks. 
When 50 per cent has been 
paid in they are ready for business. 
On $250,000 capital stock the bank 
may issue $3,750,000 of farm loan 
bonds which gives $4,000,000 to loan 
on lands for 33 years 
The money, as loaned, at 7 per cent 
and one per cent of which goes to 
ward discharging the principal. In 
other words at the end of the period 
of 38 years the loan has been dis 
charged without additional payment, 
other than the 7 per cent per annum. 
Six per cent of this money goes to 
payment of interest, one per cent to 
ward the payment of the pr|pcipal
